Sir, New Pallas, 16 October 1850. 

In presenting our Report on the evidence produced before us in support of the 
charges preferr^ by the Rev. Mr. O’Dwyer, C.C., of Doon, against the constabu- 
lary of Doon, Cappamore, and Bilboa, and the evidence for the defence, we deem 
it essential to the right understanding of the case to call His Excellency’s attention 
to the following facts which have transpired. 

Up to the period of the present movement the village and neighbourhood of 
Doon was perfectly quiet. 

In consequence of the operation in this district of the Irish Scripture Readers 
Society a number of Roman Catholics have sent their children to the Protestant 
schools, and the parents have gone to the Protestant church, which is now held 
at the house of N. AMiite, Esq., of Kilmorlan, the parish church having been 
condemned as unfit for use. 

It appears that the Rev. Mr. Hickey, P.P., and the Rev. Mr. O’Dwyer, C.C, 
of Doon, felt it their duty to warn their flocks from the altar against this'move- 
ment, and it appears in evidence of Mr. O'Dwyer’s witnesses, that they not 
only did so on various occasions, but went still further, and told the people that 
there was no harm to hoot and shout, and on another occasion told the people 
to hoot, shout and groan on those occasions. The natural consequences of these 
exhortations were the assembling together of a large number of persons (after 
mass) at the gate of Kilmoylan House, and on the approach and return of the 
Rev. Mr. Atkinson-and Mr. Ellis (his curate) from Divine service, they (the 
crowd) commenced shouting, hallooing, and calling the names, such as “ Cauth 
hrac,” “Dried hake,” “Devils,” &c., &c. This course was repeated Sunday ' 
after Sunday, and on one occasion a dead cat was thrown into the car of one of 
the congregation, and a dead fish at Mr. Ellis while on his car returning from 
prayers. ® 

On the application of Messrs. Atkinson and Ellis, the police received orders to 
attend and preaeire order; arrests were immediately made, and parties were 
summoned for these offences.

On the whole of the charges, therefore, we are of opinion that the police (who 
are of different persuasions) have acted with great forbearance on these occasions 
of public excitement and difficulty, and also with great good temper; all which 
we have the honour to submit as our Report.

Explanatory of the above Charge. 

Doon Cappawhite, 16 July 1850. 

“ The sub-constable who beat the wung man, and advised the car-driver to 
drive over the prosti-ate girl, is John Davidson, of the Doon Constabulary, and 
that the occurrence took place on the 23d June last, at Kilmoylan, near Doon ; 
the man’s name whom he beat is William Herr, of Doon ; the girl’s name is 
Mary Ryan.” 



“ A svB-coxbTABLE beat a young man veiy severely with his gun, for merely 
endeavouring, at great personal risk, to save a girl’s life, over whose body a 
horse and car were twice driven, and were about to be driven the third time, when 
the young man seized on tlie horse, but the policeman endeavoured by blows to 
prevent him, and even told the car-driver to drive on, while the girl was pros- 
trate before the horse’s feet. The girl was severely bruised.”

1 remember ihe 23d June last, and I was in the viilage of Doon; 1 did not 
hear or see a gig coming up, my back was to it ; a gig knocked me down. I was 
walking, they were all shouting, and I was going to come home. The gig struck 
me on the shoulder, and knocked me on my face and hands, and the horse trod 
on me, and cut me on the forehead. 1 was hurt on the shoulder and on my

belly by tlie c.tt. I was senseless on tJie road after the gig rolled on mu, and I 
I do'jit recollect anything after. I saw nobody come to my assistance. 

Cross-examined. 

I live in the villa{?o of Doon ; it was at Kilmoylan gate, not far from the village; 
I was shouting. 1 saw the Ilev. Mr. Ellice on the first car, and it was his 
servant was driving the second car. The cars were coming from the place of 
prayers, and we were shouting alter Mr. Ellis ; there were about 200 or 300 in 
the crowd. I heard “ Cat brack called ; I was only shouting, but called no 
names. I suppose it was to turn Mr. Ellice into ridicule ; I did not hear any 
one at the chapel tell the people to hoot Mr. Ellice. There were several people 
around the cars, and I was between the two cars when 1 was hit ; the people con- 
tinued shouting when I got behind the car, and I did nut hear the second car 
until I was struck ; I was struck between the two shoulders by the shaft. The 
horse’s foot got on my head, and the wheel rolled over me, and when he was 
coming back again the horse’s foot struck me on the head, and cut me. To the 
best of my belief it wn.s intentiomil; he drove the horse over me the second 
time ; I never knew the hoy before, but by eye-sight ; I do’nt know if he knew 
me. I live in Doon. I summoned Oahcs for knocking me down ; from my 
father ami mother I got the money. I was not examined by any one about it 
before this day, hut by Mr. Keays, the Clerk of the Petty Sessions, about an hour 
after T recovered my senses, and I did not see Mr. Ellice lliere. 



'I'hcmas Fitzgerald, sworn, and Examined. 

I live in Doon ; am a poor labourer ; I recollect the Sunday, 23 June ; was at 
Doon that day, and saw Oakes driving a gig ; I saw Mary Ryan knocked down ; 
Oakes was driving fast ; I saw his master beckon to him to come on ; they call 
him the “ Dry hake know him by no othernarnc, and Oakes drove fast; he 
was at his own side of the road, but not in the track of the first car; if he kept 
in the track of the first car, I don’t think he would have struck Mary Ryan ; 
I saw Mary Ryan knocked down — was the next person to her ; Oakes did not 
desire her to leave the way ; Oakes backed the car again on her ; he drove on 
straight and pulled back again ; I do not know if it were intentionally done ; he 
need not do it if he liked. William Herr came up and caught hold of the rein, 
and the girl was on the ground near the iiorse ; we thought the girl was killed ; 
that was the time that Davidson came np and gave Herr a punch of his gun on 
the arm : it was a good blow ; at the time he was struck lie had hold of the 
horse ; there were other policemen present ; 1 saw another policeman make a blow 
with the butt of a gun at William lierr, he did not strike him ; I do not know 
that policeman’s name ; 1 do not know what prevented the policeman from 
striking him ; the horse’s feet could not be nearer to Mary Ryan ; Herr had 
Iiold ol the horse, the girl was at the horse’s feet, and Davidson was behind ; the 
other policeman could liave seen Mary Ryan down when he made the blow at 
Herr ; I got no blow, nor did I prevent a blow ; I did not see Herr before he 
caught the horse ; Herr had done nothing to the policeman ; 1 did not hear 
Davidson say anything to Oakes. 



Cross-examined. 

I was quiet enough that day ; I was doing nothing amiss, I was only standing 
on the road ; 1 did not call a name to any one that day ; perhaps I mio-ht have 
called “ Cat brack” that day ; I did call “ Cat brack 1 did not thinl; that a 
name; I do not know the meaning of the word Cat brack;” I do not know 
to whom it was called ; there were not over 200 people there ; I don’t know 
■whether they followed the cars or not ; I was coming from Coogale ; I shouted 
1 bracks,” but not at the cars; there were two cars; Mary Ryan was after 
the last car, and 1 don’t know whether it was the car or horse that knocked her 

m Jie crowd, and they could not have had them unknown to me ; I was behind 
the iMt car when the girl was struck ; I moved back from the horse, or myself 
would be knocked ; Mary Ryan was not between the two cars when she W'as 
knocked do«n ; I do not know whether it was Mr. Ellice took her up. The cars 

pulled 
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pulled -up; I had not a watch to know how long the cars delayed. Herr made 
a bounce £uid caught the horse ; she was lying on the road at the time ; I was 
summoned by Herr to come here to-day. I told Herr what I could prove ; had 
not a conversation with any one else about the case ; I also spoke to JIary Ryan 
about it the first day it happened. I heard Herr say he would hold the horse 
there until he saw if the girl Avas killed. Davidson was not knocked down ; Herr 
was not knocked down, but how could I know whether lie was able to lift his 
arm or not ? The policemen were the most violent of the two parties ; I saw a 
goo<l many policemen ; there were six or seven police near Herr ; five of the police 
did nothing at all. Davidson struck Herr ; tlio police did not shout, the people did. 
Did not see clods thrown, nor there never was one thrown. I went into Doon, 
tlie girl went into Connor Connell’s ; I did not mention the case to Connell. 

H'tlliam Herr, sworn, ami Examined. 

I recollect this Sunday, and knew Mary Ryan ; I saw Marv Ryan in the street 
that day in Doon ; I saw cars at Kilmoylaii ; saw one of the cars knock against 
Mary Ryan ; there were two cars, one before the other ; it Avas the second car 
that knocked against the girl, and it knocked her down; at the time she was 
knocked down she was in front of the Avlieels ; the horse trampled her, and the 
wheel of the car rolled on her ; after the wheel rolled over her, the horse set back, 
and the wheel rolled a second time over her ; Mr. Davidson desired the driver to 
drive on, and at that time I cauglit the horse ; the body of the girl aa'us at this 
time lying before the wheels i)f the car ; it Avas then I cauglit the horse, to save 
the girl’s life ; Mr. Davidson at that time came up, and struck me, Avhile holding 
the liorse, with his gun on the arm twice, and Davidson at the same time told the 
driver to drive on, and the body of the girl lying before the wheel of the car ; I did 
nothing before I was struck, but shouted ; no one else struck me but Davidson.

Cross-examined. 

I live at Doon ; mostly curiosity brought me out to Kilmoylan ; it was 
nothing else but to shout “ Cat bracks;” I thought it Avas right to shout 
them; I Avas told to do so by my clergyman, the Rev. Mr. Hickey, that 
Ave could shout them ; he told me so at the chapel on Sunday ; it was my 
own wish to go and shout, and I shouted at those persons at Kilmoylan 
gate, returning from prayers; I and the people were shouting; I can’t say, 
nor do I swear, the people were violent ; X did not see the girl until I saw 
her knocked down ; I Avas standing with my back to the wall, shoutino- ; 
about 100 ijersons or over were shouting ; the girl was not put to the side of the 
road before I caught the horse ; I saw no men lift her off; I saw women take 
her ; did not see Mr. Ellice do so ; the car that knocked her down did not pull 
up, and I did not see the first car at that time ; I had no conversation with 
Thomas Fitzgerald about this ease; 1 did not summons him, but I brought him 
here ; I did not summon Mary Ryan, but spoke to her about this case more than 
once ; I spoke to the Rev. Mr. Dwyer about it ; I went to him, and he sent to 
me by one of the girls in the priest's house; her name is Judy Sweeny ; never 
met Alary Ryan at the priest’s house since that day ; I saw three or four women, 
bringing her home the day she was hurt; I was summoned by Davidson here 
to-day; Davidson's summons was served upon me before I summoned Davidson ; 
it was served upon me on Monday morning early, before twelve ; I had not time 
to summons him ; in a day or two after ilr. Dwyer sent for me ; it was after t 
saAv the Rev. Mr. Dwyer that I summoned Davidson ; I shouted to-day at the 
people that were on a side car; I suppose the Rev. Mr. Ellice was on the off 
side ; Mr. Richardson was shouting to-day. 

To the Bench. 

After the car backed, and Avas going on her a third time, Avhen I caim-ht the 
horse ; the car did not pull up until the car passed the girl out; I do no°t know 
whether the driver drew up intentionally or not.

f'divnrJ F.ilice, sworn, and Examined. 

I AM the Prolcstant curate Ilf Doon; I reroEect the 2-3d June; I was returning 
Uom Kilmoylan on one car, and my servant, Oakes, was driving in a gig; I 
was ofticiatiue at Mr. White's ; members of rny own family were in the car as 
usual, there was a Inrsre cotiuoiirse of people at the gate, and lining the road 
adjacent ; when I came out of tiie gate, the car on vihicli I was sitting preceded 
the gig, and as we drove into the road a rush of the people took place ; a girl was 
one of the foremoist of the party; the mob was shouting, hallooing, and making 
a gnat noise, and in a great state of excitement ; they were calling a variety of 
names; ■’ Drv liake” was a prominent one; “Cat brack" was another, and 

f)c‘vils was prLH’ceding on my way home, and the persons on my car, nor 
luyself. gave no ]>rovocatton whatever; when the rush took place ni’v car had 
jiessed. ami the people got between the two vehicles, and 1 lieckoued'with mv 
iiand to keep out of tin: wav : the pace was a slow trot, at four miles an hour ; I 
saw a girl knocked down i>y the gig following me; it was accidental, most 
assuredly ; tlie driver pulled up almost immediately : I jumped down immediately 
Ujmn weeing her struck and knocked down by the shaft of the gig, and the police 
were in the act of lifting her up, and I assisted them to bring' her to the road 
bide ; Davidson wax not one of those policemen; the wheel of the car did not "o 
over her; is positive of that ; I believe the shaft of the car cut her ; up to that 
time no one had taken hold of the horse’s head ; almost immediately when I got 
the girl to the road side, a party of men rushed round me, brandishing sticks ; 
an additional number of police came uji. and dispersed them ; most asWredIv I 
Iselieve my life would have* been in danger, wore it not for the police; I examined 
the girl, to kc where she was hurt, and found her bleeding from one side of the 
bead ; f tle.dred the [lolice to carry her to tiie barrack, and^end for a doctor : the 
police u ere most forbearing and active in doing their duty; I noticed Davidson on 
my return to the gig, behaving quietly, but energetic in keeping the people off; I 
did not sec an assault committed on any one ; I saw no one holding the horse. 



Cross-examined. 

I was not summoned to come here to-day, I got no written one ; I have had 
j'art somewhat in bringing Mr, Bmichier here; I wish the position in which my 
congregation ami myself were jdacc-d by these riotous proceedings should be fairly 
stated ; 1 have a good horse, and was trotting very slow, four miles an hour. A 
man was driving my car, and I sat on the back of tlie car, for the purpose of 
keeping the people out of mischief; I am sure the wheel did not go over the 
girl, because I had my eye fixed on the gig that nas following. There was no 
one between the car and the gig but the girl, when she was knocked down ; the 
horse did not stir after the girl was knocked down ; it would not please me to 
hurt any one on the face of the earth. Davidson is a protestanl. 



To the bench. 

1 am sure it was impossible the wheel could iiave passed over the girl without 
my seeing her ; I had a clear view of her body all tiie time. 



Thomts Oakes, sworn, and Examined. 

I am the servant of Mr. Ellice, and was driving his gig at Kilmoylan, the day 
of the occurrence ; n nuinbor of jieopie followed us, a girl ran between the gig 
and car, and she was thrown down aceideiitallv bv the shaft , 1 pulled np as 
ipiiek as I could ; the liorse w as going at about three or four miles an hour ; the 
wheel clul not go over her ; I saw tlie liev. iMr. Ellice jump off his car, and ran 
to the girl s assistance, and he lifted her np, and took her to the side of the road 

Ik road. ^ tU name oTTleff'S'ml' Wree M^wnted to 

kccj) him, and said he would kec]) the horse; Sub-constable Davidson came to 
Jiim and took tiie horse irom him ; he refused to let the horse go ; the people were 
very vicl< at at the time, and had sticks, and .said they would see rue for it, and 
they were shmitmg : Herr was not inclined to give the horse ; Davidson just put 

his 
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his gun to Herr’s arm, and desired him to let the horse go, that lie was a police- 
man, and would be accountable for my name ; I did not see Davidson strike 
Herr, but put the gun to his arm ; Herr was shouting, and followed me a quarter 
of a raile on the road, and said lie would see me for it next Sunday ; tiic ’'.nock- 
ing down of the girl was accidental 5 1 never knew the girl before. 

Cross-examined. 

I am in Mr. Ellice's sendee since April last; before, that, I was for a while 
witb the Rev. Mr. Atkinson. When the shaft struck the girl, I pulled hack, if 
anyj the girl was under the horse's feet when I pulled back. Before the girl 
wa.s thrown down, I saw the Rev. Mr. Edliee beckon his hand to keep the crowd 
back, but did not beckon at me. The girl was running across the road when, the 
shaft struck her : immediately after the girl was taken up that Herr seized the 
horse ; and Davidson told Herr he would be accountable for my name ; the 
violence was so great we were in a hurry home ; saw no one struck ; I saw 
Davidson lay the barrel of his gun to Herr’s shoulder in an easy way. Tlie 
people were shouting and spitting. 

Sub-Constable Thomas Heragkty, sworn, and Examined. 

I was bye on this Sunday at Kilmoylan, when Mr. EUis was coming from 
prayers. 1 saw a girl knocked down by a car ; Oakes was driving it. I was at 
the rere of the car ; tlie boy drew back the horse after the girl was knocked 
down. I saw the same girl running across to the Rev. Mr. Hickey’s gate; I 
saw no one take her up ; I saw Mr. Eliice jump off his car 5 he did not take up 
the girl, nor could not unknown to me ; immediately after she was knocked down, 
she got up and ran across the road at once. If any one swore that Mr. Ellice 
took her up, it would be false, as far as I could see; I took her cloak from her 
head, and she was bleeding; did not hear Mr. Ellice desire to have a doctor’s 
advice ; he could have said so without my hearing it ; the cars were going slow ; 
there were such crowds on the road, that we had scarcely room to pass ; I saw 
hej' run away quite lively.

Charge 2. 

Messrs. Frevren and Keays were attorneys for the prosecution this day ; and 
Mr. Bouchier, attorney for the defence. 

Daniel Connell, sworn, and Examined by Mr. Keays. 

I remember 30tli June ; was in Boon that day ; had occasion to go the police 
barrack, as there was a friend of mine taken, named Buckley, to see if I could 
get him out. One of the men told me the serjeant wa.s within— his name wa.s 
Siib-conatable VValdreii. I went in, and the constable, Goodier, was sitting on 
the form. I asked wliether he had Buckley taken, and he said he had. I asked 
him would he let him out with me ; he made me no reply, but asked Sub-con- 
stable Ciyan if he were barrack-orderly. Cryan .said he was ; he then told him 
not to allow any one in. Cryan desired me to be off out. I said ’twas not to 
stop I came in, and on my coming out Cryan told me to be off home, or he 
would kick me; I came out on tlve road, and I told him to come out and kick 
me ; and 1 said, " Believe me, Cryan, I’ll be even with you before you leave 
Doon.” Constable Goodier told the policeman to take me and put me into the 
black hole, and Waldren did so, and kept me an hour ; I was then handcuffed to 
Buckley, and taken before Mr. Holland, J.P. at Ballyvoreen, about three 
miles, and kept handcuffed all the time. Mr. Holland directed to have me taken 
back to Oappamorc and summoned, and I was brought back to Cappamore hand- 
cuffed, where I was .summoned and discharged; 1 can’t say how long I was 
kept handcuffed, I was arre.sted about half-past two, and discharged\t five 
o'clock ; I said nothing to the police but what I have stated ; Sub-constable 
Conners took the handcuffs off me, and told me to go ; Constable Goodier knew 
me ; I live a quarter of a mile from tlie barrack. 



Cross-examined by Mr. Bouchier. 

I believe the police bad reason to know me ; I was in custody before for an 
assault, and in gaol for a fortnight ; was not in gaol a second time. I was tried 
before the barrister for the assault ; I was charged with striking John Grace ; was 
on my keeping for a fortnight for it ; we settled with him, and there was no pro- 
secution ; I was cdiargcd with stealing Tom Meagher’s gun, was acquitted, never 
stood my trial for it ; I was in Tipperary often ; was never charged with anything 
there ; was charged in the county of Tipperary with seducing a girl ; 'l was 
peaceably engaged on this Sunday ; I might have shouted,— [ cautioned 

In/ the Bench.]— I was very peaceable that day ; I did not shout at the Rev. Mr. 
Ellice, nor at any one on the cars, but 1 shouted at the '' Cat bracks I did not 
see Buckley do anything ; he was not drunk ; it was for drunkenness and 
shouting the police said they took him ; I was so intimate with the police, that 
I went to the barrack to see Buckley ; I was not directed by the police to go 
away, that Buckley was a 2 )risoner ; did not attempt to go into the barrack by- 

force ; I did not desire the policeman to kiss my ; Mr. Holland is the 

nearest magistrate; Buckley was fined for being drunk; I am summoned here 
to-day for using threats ; I was summoned by the police before I made this 
complaint; after coining home I lodged the complaint same day with Father 
Dwyer ; it was in the middle of the day I made the complaint to Mr. Dwyer ; I 
lemeinber being at the chapel with Mr. Dyer on a Tuesday in this month 
(August); I met William Herr, Michael Ryan, Ned Hefferman and Michael 
O’Neill at the chapel; our object for meeting was to know the charge against 
the police ; Mr. Dwyer sent for me. 



Mary 

1 am a married woinan,"^anii live in Do5h;'r fecbirect”l;he day that Damek 
Connell wa.s taken in Doon; I was going for water, and Connell was with me 
down the road. A man came out of Quilliiian’s public-house and wheeled for 
Cappamore ; I saw tiie police take that man into the barrack ; I saw Connell iu 
the barrack dour: I saw Mr. Goodier, Mr. Cryan, Mr. \Valdrou and Mr. Robinson 

there ; 
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there ; I lieard Crj^ say, “ Go home^ Daa Conaell, or I’ll kick you Connell 
was quiet ; Connell canje out on the road, and then said, " Come here now and 
kick me,” “ and but for that jacket you wear you would not kick me/’ There 
was no more, but tlie serjeant told the men to take him prisoner, and Connell 
was taken into the barrack a prisoner ; nothing more happened between Cryan 
and Connell. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bouchicr. 

I am sun^moned here to-day for shouting a boy that was not a “ Cat brack,” 
before Connell brought the charge against the pohee ; Connell did not shout on 
that day ; I did not hear Connell say anything but what I stated ; I did not hear 
Connell say he’d be even with Cryan before he’d leave Boon. I told Father 
Dwyer I’d come here to-day ; I saw hina at Father Hickey’s ; I met himself and 
the housemaid, and I met him at the chapel ; I don't know who were at the 
chapel. 



For the Defence. 

Sub-C’onstabie Jo^n Soiimoit, sworn, and Examined by Mr. Bouckier. 

I nEMEMBEii the 30th June; I know Buckley and Connell; Buckley was 
brought in for being drunk ; I saw Connell that day after Buckley was made 
prisoner ; did not see Connell before Buckley was arrested. 1 was on duty in 
Doon that day; there was a large meeting slioiTting; they w'ere disorderly, and 
the meeting was likely to lead to a breach of the peace; was iu barrack when 
Connell came up ; Buckley was a prisoner at that time ; I did not see Connell 
until he came into the porch ; he then asked for Buckley ; the Constable G oodier 
ordered the barrack orderly not to allow any person in; then the barrack orderly 
desired him to go away, that no one was ^owed in the barrack when prisoners 
were in it. He then said something I did not understand ; be then went into 
the yard, and I know no more. I was one of the party that escorted the 
prisoners to Mr. Holland’s. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Freiuin. 

The crowd was about half an hour before CoimeU came into the barrack, ; I 
never saw a riotous crowd there before ; they were just as large every Sunday 
tills time back ; 1 consider any crowd that would be sliouting to be disorderly ; 
I did not see any breach of the peace that Sunday, nor the Sunday before, or 
the Sunday before tliat. I do not know if any man was brought into the barrack 
for a breach of the peace, nor did not hear of it ; tliere could not have been any 
man brought in that day for a breach of the peace without my seeing it. I saw 
no blows struck, nor a stick flourished that day, but an idle crowd shouting at 
persons passing up the street; they usually assembled there, but latterly for the 
purpose of shouting ; they never shout except when Mrs, Bradshaw and family 
are going up ; I never hear them shout until they do come up ; always when 
going to and coming from prayers they shout ; when I summoned Mrs. 
Bradshaw’s boy as a witness, she complained that stones Avere laid across the 
road to prevent the car from going on ; she also said that a dead cat Avas throAvn 
into the carriage at her ; there Avas no complaint made to me; it was in conver- 
sation tins Avas said to me ; it was on the 13th of this present month this con- 
versation occurred. Doon is three miles from Cappatnore, and Mr. Holland’s is 
two from C'apjiamore. I brought Connell to Mr. Holland’s, and hack to Cappa- 
more, handcuffed, Avhere he was kept for about 10 minutes or a quarter of an 
hour before he was discharged ; I know (mnnell well ; he lives about half a mile 
from Doon; I got the summons at Mr, Holland’s signed, and the complaint was 
lodged before Mr. Holland; I brought Connell in irons, and the summons back 
to Cappamore, where he was serv^. Constable Goodier ordered me to take 
Connell to Mr. Holland’s, and Mr. Holland directed me to bring him back to 
Cappamore, and sen’e him there and discharge him; I don’t know why he was 
kc])t in custody in Cappamore, and not discharged at once; it was betAveen five 
and six o’clock when he was discharged ; he was arrested about three o’clock ; I 
think he was in custody at the barrack for about a quarter or half an hour before 
he Avas taken to Mr. Holland’s ; I have spoken to Goodier and Cryan about this 
matter, but not about the consequences of the investigation.

I recollect the ;iOth June, and was on duty that day at Kiimoyian. minding 
the {)Cople coming from prayers ; they were .spitting at them and .shoving them ; 
there was a large concourse of people assembled, and they appeared much vexed, 
and would strike them if we let them ; it was the converts was coming home- I 
knew Bucklev ; he was in the barrack that day, charged with lirimkenness ; I wa.s 
not in the barrack when Ooimell eamc up ; I saw Connell coming out of the 
barraiA door, and lie raised his clenched iiand, ami .swore hy his “G—d and 
j — H that he would be revenged of him before he’d leave the barrack, and that 
he. would be a pin in his piece, and that he would break his plattered face.” 
Cr\'an told him to go home quietly, or that he would make him go. Connell 
told Rvan to kiss his a—, and reused to go home; the constable told me to 
arrest him ; after the language I arrested Connell on the road ; he was violent ; 

I saw (’onnell that dav shouting in the mob before he was arrested. I am a 
Catholic : I was at chapel that day, and heard the Rev. Mr. Dwy’er desire the 
congregation to hoot and shout the " Cut bracks,” but not to break tlie peace; I 
did not liear tbe Rev. Mr. Dwyer desire to shout the Rev. Messrs. Ellice and 
Atkinson ; heard him tell the congregation to shout and hoot on more occasions 
than one ; never heard Mr. Dwyer tell the people to call Mr. Ellice names. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Keai/s. 

There are charges against myself more than one to-day; don’t know who 
brought them; I am pre|iared for my defence; my witnesses are constables 
fJoodier and* Davidson ; I am swearing for Michael Cryan and the constable, and 
they are swearing for me; Kobinsou uas in the barrack, I believe so, all the 
time wliile Connell Was going on, and saw more than I ; T was in the yard when 
Connell was coming out, and Robinson was in the barrack ; all Cry'an said was, 
“ Go home, or I’ll make you Cryan did not say, “ I’ll kick you there were 
150 people coming from prayers and about lU policemen; they would have 
struck them if they were allowed ; I saw several stones thrown, and fling wattles ; 
they threw' a fish at the Rev. hlr. Ellice; I don’t know if any are summoned 
for throwing stones that day ; I never spoke to any one about the evidence I 
have given here to-day; no one could be brought as evidence for me except the 
police of the biurack ; I have given my evidence fairly. 

Sub-Constable Joseph Connor^ was sworn, and tendered for Cross-examination, 
but not Examined. 

Eihard Gotme Bell, Esq., sworn, and Examined by Mr. Bouchier. 

] am the stipendiary magistrate of the district ; I attended at Kiimoyian on 
.'10th June, it having been reported to me that a riot was apprehended. I think 
the slightest circumstance in. the world would have provoked a breach of the 
peace ; it seemed to me that the conduct of the people was directed against the 
Protestant clergymen, and was enough to provoke a breach of the peace, and was 
particularly directed to those persons who were coming from prayers ; they were 
quiet until the people were coming out from prayers, and then they commenced

have been injured were it not feruie pcdic&r 

himself remarkably conspicuous to me, in his wish to get before Mr. Atkinson, 
and to provoke him to a breach of the peace; if there uas the least stir, I think 
the lives of many mijiht have been lost ; I ordered that man to be arrested, and 
had him cuiiveyed to the Cappamore Barrack, where he was summoned and 
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discharged ; he was very difficult to be cauglit ; the conduct of the police was 
most editable upon that as upon most other occasions ; they did their duty, and f 
it might have been a serious occasion. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Freiceii. 

I was at the Doon Barrack that day, and had the police with me to the amount 
of 2."i or 2*f ; I would have a much greater force if I had received my orders from 
Government ; perhaps I would have the military there. There was'no breach of 
the peace except by this man ; I saw no blows struck, nor sticks wheeled, nor 
stones thrown, except the shouting, calling names, “ Hakes,” &c. ; there was no 
breach of the peace ; there was no occasion to read the Riot Act ; but I told the 
police to take down the names of the persons to have them summoned ; I walked 
•with the prisoner a portion of the way to the barrack, and when there a summons 
vras signed by me and served upon him, and he was then instantly discharged; 
he was veiy violent, and wanted to get away from them, but I cannot say if he 
•were handcuffed ; ho told me he had come from the county of Tipperary. The 
Rev. Mr. F.llice was much excited and afraid ; he was standing on the car ; the 
police had to make a passage to let the cars pass, and the “ Cat bracks the 
Rev. Mr. Atkinson, said to me be was in the habit of walking home, and he and 
I -walked to the end of the read, the police following, and he left me ; I did not 
get any conuuunicatiou, except from the sub-inspector, that men were to be at 
Loon ; I knew nothing about the matter of Connell and Buckley, or the subject 
of the present iu\estigatioii. 



Charge Third. 

Doon Cappawhite, 8 July 1850. 

“ It is a common practice with the police here to seize and thrust into prison 
during their pleasure, and drag off handcuffed before the magistrates, persons 
whose names and residences they well know, not for drunkenness or violence, 
but some for trifling offences, such as being found playing on a flute, with one 
only companion, for amusement, on a Sunday, and otliens ; and very many for 
the mere pretest of an ofibnee, for groaning or hooting others ; and they take 
this liberty, altlxougli in no case have the magistrates at Petty Sessions fined, 
confined, or reprimanded any for what they haul them off through the country 
like culpriU, I most respectfully say, that it were infinitely better for the people 
here that the Habeas Corpus Act remained suspended, than that every police 
constable should have tlie power that they exercise in this locality over the 
liberty of sober, honest, and peaceable subjects of Her Majesty. But I have 
firm confidence that it is only necessary to make the coinplaint to you of these 
unwarranted, unconstitutional, illegal arrests, in order to have them put a stop 
to. Xor do I give any credit to what the police allege on the matter, viz.— 
That tlie Lord Ueutenaiit has given them special orders to arrest any one that 
will hoot or groan anotiier; for I could not think that His Excellency would 
put the people of this district out of the pale of the constitution, without a 
single crime, and without a trial.” 



Explanatory of Third Charge. 

^ Doon Cappawhite, 16 July 1850. 

“ The persons alluded to as making illegal arrests and imprisonment are the 
Doon police ; and almost innumerable are the instances of persons bein'"- 
arrested and confined as mentioned in this charge in my Jormer letter. On the 
23d June, James Whealan and Edmund Heffernaii were arrested and confined, 
and afterwards let out and summoned, for making certain sports on the Sabbath. 
They were confined in the Doon Barracks, to the knowledge at least of the 
constable ((-ioodit-r'' : also, M'illiani Buckley and Daniel Connell were kept in 
cominemeiit by the I iuon police on the bUils June last; neither wnis drunk or 
violeut. 1 could give many more names of persons taken and handcuffed, 
■who had committed no breach of peace or violation of law, as the t-wo last 
persons, Edward Ponergan, arrested without cause on the 7th July and 
John Tracey on the 30th June last.”

'rohy Ryan, sworn, and examined hy Mr. Keays. 

I remember the Ifith June ; I was arrested that day by Sub-constable 
Murphy, near Boon ; Mur]>hy belongs to Bilboa station. I was doing nothing; 

I was handcuffed and taken to Bilboa, and from that to Cappnmore, and thence 
to Mr. Holland’s. J.P., at Ballyvoreen; I believe I was keft an hour in Bilboa, 
half an hour in Cappamore, and about a quarter of an hour at Mr. Holland’s. 
Bilboa is not the direct way from Doon to Cappamore or Air. Holland’s ; I was 
handcuffed all the way, except when I was in the barracks ; I was marched 
about seven miles ; I had not interfered with the police on that day, directly or 
indirectly. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bouchkr. 

I was taken for being drunk one time, and for robbery another time, but the 
charge of robbery was false : and I was not in custody for any other charge but 
the present; I am summoned here to-day for shouting the “ Cat bracks ; no 
one desired me to shout; I was here last court-day, and shouted the ‘'Cat 
bracks” returning from court. 

[/iftcr hemi' cautioned hy the Bench.'] 

Declines to answer whether he shouted at the police last court- day or not. 
Sung the song of the " Cat bracks ” when passing the police, but did not sing 
ihe ‘‘ Peeler aud the Goat I was three miles from home on the 16th June, 
about 2 o’clock, when arrested near Doon; was shouting at the “ Cat bracks 
that day ; 1 was not shouting the Rev. Mr. Atkinson and Ellice ; the crowd was 
shouting, but I don't know who they were shouting at ; I don t know but they 
were shouting at myself. The “Cat bracks” were quietly returning f^Di 
prayers ; there was a fish on a twig carried by one in the crowd, and the fish 
was laid on Mr. Ellice's lap in the car; the man who did that was attempted to 
be arrested by the police ; I did not attempt to prevent his arrest, but I am 
summoned for it ; I did not nm before the police; the man was not arrested; 
the police could not find him, as the crowd ran with him ; it was at that time 
I was arrested, and on that day I was summoned ; about five o’clock I was dis- 
charged; they were shouting at them; the police were preventing the people 
from going the road ; some were shouting at Mr. Atkinson, and some w’ere not. 
The police prevented people from going the road quietly ; I was not prevented ; 
T was quiet enough, except shouting; 1 saw a man named English prevented ; 
I was with the Rev. Mr. Dwyer, and he examined me about the evidence 1 was 
to give here to-day; he examined me twice; Michael O Neill was present ; I 
did not show Mr. Dwyer the summons I had got, but I told him 1 was sum- 
moned; Air. Dwyer did not tell me anything, but asked me what I had to say ; 
1 did not send any charge to Government against the police ; I know nothing 
of the charge ; it was sent without my knowledge. 

Re-examined by Mr. Keays. 

It was a small boy that had the fish ; it was a trout of three or four inches 
long; 1 have got two summonses since, one for obstructing the pohee, and the 
second, for shouting the Messrs. Atkinson and Ellice. 



miliarn Conndh sworn, and Examined by Mr. Rrewm. ^ 

I remember 16th June ; I sawTobv Ryan arrested that day, wlien stoding in 
Newport 'Whitesfiekl ; the police followed a small boy down the held, and on 
their return they arrested Ryan ; Ryan was doing nothmg at the unc ; cm t 
say whether the police or Ryan went into the tn-ld first ; 1 do not Kiiuu w hy the 
police iblLowed the boy; I Avas standing on the ditch ot my own garckii at tl^e 
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time : I know Sab-constables Cryan and Waldren ; saw them arrest Edmund 
llefFeman and James Whealan on a Sunday, I don’t know the day of the 
month, for playing a tambourine and blowing a fife; there were four or five with 
them, and making no disturbance ; the police took the tambourine and fife from 
them, and arrested these two persons ; there was no shouting at the time ; I 
know the police often saw them playing before.

I was in court before, and charged with assault and riot, and throwing a stone, 
for whkdi I got a fortnight imprisonment; was in gaol more than three times;

I was on the road when a man fired at a man ; I was not accused of stealing ; 
there was no great crowd, but large numbers coming from ma,ss; they were 
shouting at the “Cat bracks;” I saw the boy make a prod of the fish at Mr. 
Ellice ; saw the police running after that boy; saw the Rev. Mr. Ellice and 
the “ Cat bracks,” always going peaceably lionie ; saw no strangers ; the day 
IlelTernan and Whealan were arrested there was no shouting that I heard j 7 
saw tliem when discharged ; they told me they vvere arrested. 



Thomas English, sworn, and Examined by Mr. Keays. 

I recollect the 16th June ; the day Ryan was arrested, saw a policeman from 
Bilboa arrest Toby Kyaii; Ryan was doing nothing in life ; I saw Ryan go into 
the field ; the police were gone in, and half-way the field before him ; when the 
police were coming back they arrested Ryan; Ryan did not obstruct the police 
in any way. 



Cross-examined by Mr. Bouchier. 

I was not speaking to the Rev. Mr. Dwyer about my evidence to-day; I live 
at Cappawlute ; Dan Connell came to me, and told me the Rev. Mr. Dwyer sent 
for me, I was summoned; I was not summoned; my father told me to tell the 
truth ; I was not on my oath when I said I was not summoned ; I was a stranger 
in Dooq ; I shouted the “ Cat bracks,” and the Rev. Mr. Atkinson among the 
number ; I heard Toby Ryan groan, I believe the police, but can’t say ; the joolico 
were keeping quiet; I believe, if the “ Cat bracks” were let quietly go, there 
would be no disturbance at all; I saw a boy, I believe his name is “Patsy 
Kenny,” put a fish into Mr. Allice’s car. 5 

Edmund Htfftrnan, sworn, and Examined by Mr. Frewen. 

I recollect being arrested for playing a flute on St. John’s eve, about five or 
six o'clock in the evening ; .lames Whealan was playing a tambourine, and there 
were two or three others with me; we were coming along the road, and passing^ 
the police barrack, when two of the police. Waldren and Cryan, came out and 
arrested me and Whealan; I don’t know what I was arrested for, nor did they 
tell me ; they said nothing to me, but asked me to come into the barrack ; they 
took the flute and tambourine, and have kept them, since ; they put Whealan 
into the black-hole, and left me in the barrack-room, and kept us’ in custody' for 
half an hour : we lived within a field of the barrack ; I was in the barrack before 
and played for the police upon a Sunday evening before ; I never saw Whealan 
play in the barrack ; we were quiet and orderly on the evening we were arrested, 
playing merely lor gratification; we wei-e going to have a bonfire near the 
village, as it was St. John’s eve; Cryan often saw me playing before. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bouchier. 

I told the Rev. Mr. Dwyer above, near the chapel, when he sent for me, the 
evidence 1 had to give ; I made iio coinplaiut to any one of what happened to 
me, e.X-cept to the Rev. .Mr. Dwyer ; I did not shout at the “ Cat bracks” that 
day ; I heard the shouting. There were crowds everywhere on the road ; I am 
not summoned for shouting ; it was after the “ Cat bracks” had passed ; I was 
}>laying : I did not send a complaint to Government or to a magistrate.

It was after two o’clock I heard the shouting, and at five or aix o clock I was 
arreatcd ; some (lavs after, I was summoned by the police.

I remember the 14th Juiv, the day I was arrested at -Newixirt 'White’s Gate; 
Ck)nstable Cryan arrested me and took me to the barrack, and kept me for half 
an hour, and then discharged me ; it was for shovititig at the '• (Jat bracks’’ I was 
arrested ; I was doing nothing else. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Fmichier. 

I do not live at Newport White's Gate 5 I live up in the mountains, three miles 
from Mr, W'hite’s. It was to shout at the “ Cal bracks ’ I came to Kilmoylan, 
and when we saw them coming quietly from prayers. 1 and the others shouted ; I 
saw more than one, and I am sure of it, spit at the convertsj those people did 
nothing at the time; the police were keeping the people quiet, and preventing 
the “ Cat bracks” from being shouted ; the Cat bracks never did any harm ; I 
shouted because I heard others sbouting; sometimes the police prevented the 
people from going the road; it was the people that were shouting that were 
prevented. 

'Mary Fitzgerald^ sworn, and Examined by Mr. Keays. 

I live in Doon ; I recollect being arrested by Mr. Davidson, on the iTtli May; 

I rccolk ct some of the Sundays that the “ Cat bracks” were shouted at ; I saw 
the “ Cat bracks ’ spitting at the people ; it was an old woman that was in a 
carriage that was spitting ; she lives at Bradshaw’s or Hunts ; 1 do not know her 
name 5 it is more than ten Sundays ago ; she used to spit , and put out her tongue 
at the people, and then the people used to spit at her; she was the first that 
began ic. 

'fendered as to her being arrested on the 17th May by Sub-constable 
Davidson, but refused by tire Bench, as not contained in complaint under 
investigation. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bmtckkr. 

I was summoned myself for shouting at the “ Cat bracks I and others were 
singing and shouting last court-day, and is summoned fur it ; I had no conver- 
sation with Sub-constable Cryan, and did not tell Cryan or Connors, as I 
recollect, that the Rev. Mr. Dwyer would lose his gown, or the Peelers them 
jm-kets ; 1 shouted at the “ Cat bracks,” and saw people spit at them on the day 
the old woman spit at them. 

Michael O'Neill, sworn, and Examined by Mr. Keays. 

I reside at Doou ; I recollect on one occasion one of the “ Cat bracks” spitting 
at children ; it was an aged woman ; slm was sitting in a four-wheeled car ; 1 did 
not know her name, but was afterwards told it was Mrs Hunt, ot Cappawliite; 
she spat six times and cursed, “ Bad luck to you,” and scolded, and appeared in 
a great rage ; 1 can t exactly say the Sunday ; it was about five or six Sundays ago 
or more ; the car was foil of ladies ; she grinned also. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bouchier. 

I heard shouts 1 whenever the carriage passed they shouted: I won’t answer 
whether \ hooted or ^oaned ^8 •' Cat-bvacka.” 1 w«ar is my own, 

1 houcht it 1 might have been made a of it ; I got it in my own bouse 

from my father; 1 got the trowsers from hlr. Richardson ; I was asked to eoine 
here to-day by Mr. Dwyer ; I had an interview with him on the road ; I was in 
the idiapei yard with Mr- Dwyer, Connell and Mary O Brieii, and wc were

Hoilaiul .-.ignecl a sum- 
mons for him, and he -was' discharged j Ryan, resisted my handcuffing him at tho 
time of the arrest ; the people -were very much excited ; the police did everything 
to keep the peace. I am a Protestant, and would have taken up the converts 
for a hreach of the peace. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Frgtcen. 

I saw a boy of 14 or l.*> vears with a fish, and heard that the fi&li was thrown 
at Mr. Ellice, and understood from Mr. Ellice’s servant that a stone was thrown 
at him ; he told me afterw ards it was a fish tiiat M as thrown ; he showed me the 
hoy running do« n the field, and I and Constable Kelly got over the wall and ran 
after him, and the boy in my opinion hid in the bushes and escaped ; it was on 
the spot immediatelv I arrested Ryan ; there wa.s a liollow in the field, and the 
boy got o\it of luy s’ight, and either remained in the bushes or got round by the 
ditches; Ryan came off the road after me, and I am sure he was one of the 
persons I cautioned to keep back ; there w as no one in the field when I pursued 
the boy ; 1 had Ryan in view uhen I returned back, and desired the people to 
keep back. When I lost sight of the boy, Ryan passed me out and went further 
on, where I lost sight oi' the boy; about lO’O persons, some of whom took off 
their coats, ran in that and the next field to prevent the arrest ; I had lost sight 
of the boy before Ryan passed me, and Ryan was of a crowd that prevented me 
searching' for the boy ; Ryan did not take off his coat ; I arrested Ryan for 
assisting the boy to escape ; Ryan had no stick or stone, and only that he and 
the others followed us oil' the road, I think uc would have arrested the boy; I 
found Ryan standing in the field, and arrested him ; Ryan had said or done 
nothing to me or to 'any of the police before his arrest ; I did not aiTest any man 
with his coat off; they were too far off; I arrested another man vvho_ made his 
escape, and except as being one oi the crowd, I have no charge against Ryan ; 
I got the summons signed in blank by Mr. Elolland, who directed me how to fill 
it, and I filled it according to his directions ; I filled the summons in a house 
on the road side, and served it myself on the spot. 



Chahges Fourth and Fifth. 

Doon Cappawliite, 8 July 1850. 

“ The police were aware that certain parties marched through this parish with 
clubs in martial order, and using military drilling terms, and no charge has been. 
I believe, brought against them, though they assaulted innocent and defenceless 
persons.” 

Charge Fifth. 

'* Hie police have seen persons going through this village (Boon) under the 
influence of liquor, shouting defiance and threats, and brandishing sticks over 
tlie heads of peaceable inhabitants, and they did not try to prevent them, nor 
ever since summon them for their violent conduct, but on the contrary, when 
one man used some word of retort against the violent persons, the police seized 
on him and dragged him ; one drew his bayonet, and another appeared joining 
in the affray without side-arms, or belt, or jacket, or coat of any kind, ‘ in his 
shirt.’ This appears, certainly, partizanship, to seize, and drag, and tear the 
sober and peaceable man for using a hareh word, and to let pass publicly the 
disorderly, violeut, intoxicated persons.”

Boon Cappawbite, 16 July 1850. 

“The Doon police it was that were made aware of the pai'ty that marched 
(headed and drilled by one John Harragan) with slicks and clubs from Cappa- 
more to Boon, 8iC. on 1^e 23d of June ^t^and no incpmjj^s been since 
about it by the police.*’’ ' ;*

]\[u:hacl Ryan, sworn, and Examined by Mr. Keays. 

1 was living in Doan on the22d of June last; I saw David Callaghan drunk 
on the street tlmt day ; he was wheeling and brandishing his stick, and wheeled 
against “ Pope and Popery,” and for a right “ Cat brack the .Serjeant Goodier 
was coming out of Quillinan’s house, and Ileraghty was a little up from his own 
door at the time ; Callaghan was between both, and they could have heard him ; 
I saw Callaghan pass down the police barrack afterwards, the serjeant and Sub- 
constable Ileraghty walked down after liiin, and when he was passing the barrack 
he was wheeling for Callaghan ; I walked to the barrack to hear him w heeling ; 
Waldron thoxight to arrest me; I was doing nothing; l.mt he did not attempt to 
arrest Callaghan ; .Sub-constable Waldron caught me by the breast and tore my 
shirt open, though I said riotbing at all ; I told tlie serjeant to arrest the drunken 
man, and the. serjeant said nothing; I tlicn aunc on home; I had a struggle 
with Sulvconstable Waldron, and would not go into the barrack with him ; l"dul 
not see any of tire police drunk that day; I did not see Ileraghty drunk 
that day. 

Question — Have you seen Heraghty drunk since that day ? 

Mr. Bouchier objects, because it does not foi-m the subject matter of this 
Fifth Charge. 

The Bench are of opinion that it should not be put, for the same reason, 
and because this charge refers solely to circumstances occurring on the 
22d of June. 



Examination continued. 

The evening before the 22d Callaghan and blasting were coming down the 
street, and I heard Waldron say, “ IVow is the time to peg them,” Callaghan and 
Hasting; I can’t know why be said it. 



Crora-examined by Mr. Bouebier, 

1 know Goodier and Heraghty, and Waldron; they are Roman Catholics; I 
don't know if Waldron saw Callagbau or Hasting wheeling; I got no summons, 
but heard I am summoned ; it was left at my sister's, and I don’t know what is 
in it ; 1 went a few days after to Limerick ; Rev. Mr. Dwyer brought me here to-

The summons was served on me since the investigation commenced ; I never 
saw the suramons.

Michael O'Neill, sworn, and Examined by Mr. Frewen. 

I remember 22d June; I live in Doon ; 1 was in Doon that evening; I saw 
Callaghan and Hasting there that evening ; Callaghan was under the influence 
of liquor, but I cannot say anything to Hasting; Callaghan was not quiet; he 
got out of a donkey’s car on t|^. .aniL«AeeIed. for 
a “ cat that would kat a rat,* an3 

Riciiardson’s door, at which I was standing. Pie shouted; there must be a 
defiance when one wheels a stick ; it was by way of defiance he wheeled his 
stick : Hasting, too, got off the car, and threw up some halfpence amongst the 
children, and said, ‘■‘Take them, ye beggars.” The halfpence were taken up by

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only one of the children, bnt afterwards thrown away over tJie houses. Constable 
Goodier was in Quillinan’s public-house, standing in the shop, and Sub-constabic 
Heraghty was at the Cross of Doon ; after Callaghan passed, Goodier came out 
of the shop, and walked after him towards the harrack ; Callaghan passed 
Heraghty -within three yards of him ; I can’t exactly say if he were wheeling when 
passing Heraghty ; he passed nearer to Heraghty than to me ; I have no doubt 
on my mind but Heraghty heard him wheel and saw him brandish his stick • I 
called out to the sub-constable Heraghty to mark that, but can’t say if the sub- 
constablc heard me or not ; Heraghty was within eight or ten yards from me ■ I

Ryan was assisting me at my work ; I saw CaUaghan and Hasting going down 
the street, wheeling against Pope and Popery, and for a “ right Cat brack.” I 
went down with Michael Ryan to the barrack after them ; Sub-constable Waldron 
out and caught Michael Ryan, and dragged him over to the ditch and at 
the game time^ drew his bayonet three or four inches up. Thomas Richardson 
took hold of "iy aldron, and asked him what he was about; that the boy was doin^-- 
nothing ; we then came away, and Waldron thought to follow us. but Goodie? 
prevented him ; Heraghty heard them wheeling, and said to me and Michael 
Ryan, ' it was a pity not to break Callaghan’s head.” Davidson was there, he

I recollect 22d June ; I was in Doon that evening ; I saw Callaghan and 
Hasting that day ; I could not say whether Callaghan was drunt or sober, but 
never saw so much from liim before, which led me to think he was under the 
influence of drink ; I heard Callaghan shouting and brandishing his stick ■ I 
saw him go from the middle of the road to the water table and brandish his 
stick ; did not hear him shout at that time, nor before or after ; hut heard him 
one time, at the Cross of Doon, wheeling for Callaghan, “ Gurtavalla,” and the 
right Cat brack I saw tronstable Goodier come out of Tom Quillinan’s by 
the time Callaghan was at the Cross, aud the constable walked down after him, 
luid Callaghan brandishing his stick ; I saw Sub-constable Heraghty nearer to 
Callaghan than the sergeant was 5 after Callaghan left the Cross the two con- 
stables walked together after him, at a distance of two perches, or thereabouts.

SHichaei Cryan, Sub-constahle, sworn, and Examined by Mr. Bonckier, 

I RECOLLECT the 22d June, and the occasion of Callaghan and Hasting passing 
through the village of Doon that day; I am. a Roman Catholic ; I was in the 
barrack, and came out and saw a large number comity down shouting ; I’d 
<»R some of them men ; I am in the force six years, and 1 swear Callaghan and 
Hastings were not drank that day ; I know Hayes and Ryan that were 
examined to-day ; they were in the mob that was shouting, and one of these 
men was at each aide of Callaghan, and Hayes raised his closed hand and said 
he might thank where he was ; I was standing on the road, and did nothing ; 
Goodier, Heraghty, and Waldron were preventing the people, and Hayes and 
Ryan in particular, from following Callaghan; I did not see Callaghan wheeling ; 
I think Callaghan would be very glad to get leave to pass quietly ; they were 
coming on aU through, and the people shouting ; Callaghan and the “ Cat 
bracks’’ are shouted whenever they go into the village; there were about 100 
persons, large and small, in the mob ; on my oath, if I saw Callaghan drunk 
I would have arrested him, and I have no favour or affection for them ; there 
were two women in the donkey’s ear. 

Cross-examined by Mr, Freu;en. 

This is not the first time I have appeared in this charge ; a man named 
Connell accused me of the second charge; I can’t say who were examined for 
me as my witnesses ; I heard that witnesses were examined for me ; I believe 
tliere were ; I heard that Sub-constable "Waldron was examined ; I believe 
that he was ; I saw nothing of the transaction until I went out of the barrack, 
and then saw Callaghan about 100 yards off; Callaghan had a stick in his 
hand ; saw him do nothing ; he was going from one side to the other, striving 
to extricate himself from them, they were so close to him; no one had hold of 
him ; the police did assist l^im when they prevented the people following them ; 
I did not assist. It appears tliere is another charge against me for drinking on 
the 4th May ; I iateya^ to examine the barrack orderly on that occasion, who

Hie rest of the party went out to prevent the crowd following Callaghan 
and Hastings; I had a good opportunity of seeing them ; they were not drunk 
to the best of my knowledge. IJayes mised his hand, anti said to Calla«-han, 
• \t ere it not where you are, you would know more about it.” Thomas Richard- 
son came there and spoke very stiff, and asked why thev would not be allowed 
to pass the road ; our party told him they would not, as Callaghan and Hastings 
were in danger, and that when Callaghan and Hastings were gone away they 
could go on. I am a I^man Catholic. The police did everything to keep the 
peace, witlumt favour.

Cross-examined by Mr. Reaps. 

I heard the charges of card-playing and for being drunk made against me, 
read for mo. To the best of my opinion, the Cross of Doon is 40 or 50 yards 
from where I was standing, at about 14 yards from the barrack ; I did not see 
anything above the Cross. I know nothing of Caffaghan and Hastings; 
Callaghan and Hastings were perfectly sober ; and Callaghan used twist around 
when they d attempt to close him. I did not hear them say “ Here is afrainst 
Popeand Poperv. and tor “the right Cat brack.'’ There\vas no resp^table 
man m the crowd ; if Richardson were a respectable person, I consider he would 
not come there, and make himself so conspicuous ; he did nothing but say the 
people should pass. 1 have summoned persons for shouting and throwing stones • 
him bLk ^ Waldron catch Ryan, and push

It be proved that summons to Petty Sessions have been made out bv the 

wnstabulary either forgmg the magistrate's name, or filling np blanic summons, 
to nhich the magistrate had previously put his signature. So that either the 
magistrate must have put his signature to blank summons, leaving them to the 
police to Idl them up for whomsoever they please, or the police themselves forged 
the signature of the magislrate. between them it is, for it can be proved that 
persons have been summoned without reference to a magistrate ; this appears to 
be a very gross violation of law, wherever it rests ; and the people espkt that 
this outrage on their liberty will not be allowed to pass by unpunished, or at least 
unmvrati^ted and Uiey have confidence that the higher branches of the execu- 
tive mU giv-e them just redress. They are dragged and detained in durance, and 
then suininoned, and they have not been convicted of any offence after all. Such 
treatmeDt is certainly too bard.”

dated, and whose signature it bore, is between 9 and 30 Irish miles, which could not 
be traversed in the time that elapsed between Meagher's alleged fault and his get- 
ting the summons, as they have no horse, and besides, no policeman went for the 
summons at all, as no one of them could have prised unknown to certain persons 
who were curious on the matter. 2dly. A man named Toby Ryan received a 
summons at the police barrack of Cappamore, on the I6th June last; the sum- 
mons came out of the barrack, and from the time the charge was made till he 
got the summons, Mr. Holland, whose signature it bore, did not sign the sum- 
mons as many persons can clearly prove. 3d!v. William Buckley and Daniel 
Connell got summons on the 30th June last in the police barrack of Cappamore, 
and from the time of the charges till they were served with the summons, Mr. 
Holland did not sign them. The head constable, Saunderson, who is the com- 
mander in the Cappamore Police barrack, was present at the time, and of course 
whatever smuggling was in it, must have been done to his knowledge.”

Messrs. Stephen Frewen, and William G. Keays, Solicitors for the Prosecution ; 
and, 

Mr. Bouchier, Solicitor for the Defence. 

Mr. Frewen produces a copy of a summons, served upon Patrick Meagher, of 
Doon, for drunkenness, at Doon, on 4th July, and calls on the police to produce 
the original. 

3Iic/iael O'Neill, sworn, and Examined by Mr. Keays. 

I served a copy of this witness’s summons, dated 25th ultimo, and signed 
Charles Hunt and Eldward Gonne Bell, at Mr. Hohand’s house, on Tuesday, 1st 
October j I gave it to his brother in the house. 

William F. Holland, Esq., J.P., was called in open. Court, but did not appear. 

Examination continued. 

I recollect last June, and the 4th Juno ; at that time I was in the employ of 
Mrs. Richardson, as clerk ; I recollect being in the shop of Mrs, Richardson 
on 4th June; Pat Meagher was arrested about 11 o’clock on that day; t 
looked at the. clock at the time ; Meagher gave me the summons served ixpon'him 
before one o’clock; I know William F, Holland. Esq., J.P. ; he resides at BaUy- 
voreen, a distance of 4J- miles from Doon ; I am sure this is the summons • I ha4 
kept it since. ’ 



Cross-examined by Mr, Bouchier, 

1 am the Mr. O’Neill that was examined before ; I would wish to brine the 
investigation to a close; I was examined upon three of these charges; I often 
conversed with the Rev. Air. O’Dwyer about these cases, and about the wit- 
nesses, for my love of justice ; it was 11 o’clock when Meagher was arrested - 
Meagher pve me the summons when he was coming from the barrack at one 
o clock; 1 saw Meagher at New Pallas on the petty sessions day he was 
summoned to appear; I said last night, in the village of Doon, that the police 
might be dismissed, and Mr. Holland, too, if he deserved it. 



Daniel Connell, sworn, and Examined by Mr. Keays. 

3 rcpseml^ the 30th Jtm^ «md I-wts m Doom fhfEt' day j 1 was arrested for 
going into the barrack, to see a friend of mine who was a prisoner : the police 
took me to Cappamore, and from that to Mr. Holland’s, to BaUyv’oreen; I was 
not summoned at Mr. Hollands, and saw no paper or ink there; one of the 
jiolice went into Mr. Holland’s house, and could not have time to write a 
summons before he returned to the yard again ; after that they brought me back 

to 
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to Cappamope, abont a coaple of miles, and kept me in the barrack a little time, Ij. 

and summoned me then { it was Sub-constable Connors that served me; I w’as ^Jinuiea 

left in the kitchen in the barrack ; I was not summoned at Mr. Holland’s, nor on Bvidence. 
the road, until I came to Cappamore again. ’ 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bouchier. 

It was the first time I was before Mr. Holland, hut not the first time I was 
before a roagistrate ; I swear that from tlie lime the policeman left the yard at 
Ballyvoreen and went into Mr. Holland’s, there was not time, while he remained 
there, to write a summons. 

Mr. Holland, J.P., now appears in court, hut the solicitors for the prose- 
cution. decline to examine him. 

After a consultation between the solicitors for the prosecution— 

JFilUam F. Holland, Esq., J.P., was sworn, and Examined by Mr. Frewen. 

I believe the summons in Meagher’s case was signed by me; I am in the 
habit of signing summonses for the police, and this may be one of them, but 
can't charge my memory. 

Four summonses on comj)Iaiat of the police were produced with the charges 
written in them, but the dates and day of appearance omitted ; Mr. Holland 
declined to answer whether the bodies of these summonses had been filled before 
he signed them. I won’t answer as to what I do ministerially. Tlie police are 
in the habit of coming to me on Sundays with prisoners, and I may sign sura- 
monse.s on Sundays. I will not say whether I signed dO or 50 summonses on 
a Sunday for the police. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bouchier. 

It was quite possible I had time to write and sign a summons on the occasion, 
that Connell was brought before me on 30th June to appear on 3d July at Petty 
Sessions. I have been a magistrate of this county for several years. I don’t 
think any of the police of Cappamore or Boon capable of forging my name to a 
summons ; these police are a most efficient body of men. 1 am aware of the 
shouting carried on in that neighbourhood ; I know the “ Cat bracks ” have been 
shouted at and assaulted. 



Re-examined by Mr. Frewen. 

I won’t answer if I signed the summons against Connell and Buckley in blank 
or not ; Connell was a long time in the yard: I recollect the occasion, for this 
reason, that the man was charged with spitting and assault and pulling a police- 
man; I do not recollect if there were a second person charged, the time is so 
long. I did not know Connell before that day, nor do I know him now 



Foil THE Defence. 

Sub-constable John Davidson, sworn, and Examined by Mr. Bouchier. 

This h the copy of the summons served on Meagher ; the original was sierned 
by Mr. Holland; I produced it at the Petty Sessions, and when the case” was 
over I tore it. T recollect the day Meagher was arrested, about a quarter-nast 
nine m the morning, and was discharged at half-past one ; he was drunk when 
he came to me to the barracks. Original summonses are not filed. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Keays. 

mere were some ctarges made against myself; I don't know if I am charged 
■nith drunkenness ; I heard I was ; I was in Doon the day Meagher was arrested 
niere are serai polu:emen stationed in Doon; I don’t kliow which of the pdioe 
went to Mr. Holland s that day, Sub-constable Heraghty I believe, that arrested 
Meagher ; it w-as after breakfast, about a quarter of an hour or half an hour. We 
breakfast about nine o clock, and we parade at nine o'clock, immediately after 
oreak.ast ; par.ade was over when the man was brought in. I can't swear posi-

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lively wJio j^avc me tlic .-iuunuojw to serve : beibre I serve*! it, [ read the original. 
1 am acquainted '»ith Mr. Hoilaud's haiuiwritiug : the signature to the summous 
was in Mr. Holland's handwriting j we don't liave blank summonses in the 
barrack signed by Mr. Ilollaml. I don't know if any of the men left Douu that 
day to go to >fr. Hoihmd s ; I never knew or saw' the head-constable or any con- 
stable have a bundle of summonses signed in blank. 

In Patrick Meagher’s case, Petty .bessious, otli June I860, No. 18, the 
Court ruled, “ Nut on the road. ’ as Meagher was in a house in the street 
when found drunk.

DECISION OF GOVERNMENT. 



Dublin Castle, 27 November ISoO. 

I.v reference to the six charges preferred by you against certain of the police 
at Doon station, and which have been the suljject of recent investigation, i am 
directed by the Lord Lieutenant to acquaint you tliat the magistrates appointed 
to carry on that investigation have reported, that — 

1st. They acquit Head-constable Davidson of tlie charge preferred against him, 
relative to assaulting William Hehir, &c. 

2d, 1’hat as to tiio second charge, the constabulary only acted in discliarge of 
their duty. 

3d, The police ai’c acquitted also of this chaise. 

4th. As regards the fourth charge, the evidence ditl not appear to support the 
statements contained in this charge. 

5th. 'llie constables are acquitted of the neglect of duty alleged against them 
in tills charge. 

6th. The evidence given in support of this charge does not inculpate the 
police. 

His Excellency having considered the evidence, concurs with the magistrates 
in opinion. 

It appears. Iiovs'cver, from other matters which have been brought forward 
during the inquiry, that great laxity of discipline existed at the Doon station, 
and liis J^lxcellency has expressed to the Inspector-General his approval of the 
reduction in tlie rank of Conatabie Goodier, and Sub-constables Cryan, Connors 
and Robinson, vvhose conduct seemed to merit that punishment. 

The Lord Lieutenant considers it right to add, that the police force, general!)-, 
appear to have acted with great temper and forbearance under very trying 
circumstance.s, when the public peace of tliis hitherto peaceable district was 
Seriously endatigered, from the apparent encouragement given to a violation of 
the law, and attacks on individuals by those whose influence should have been 
directed to the maintenance of order and peace.
